Another 
School 
Site? 


The discussion of proposed sit.es 
for the Warren area’s new high 
school continues, with the public 
showing a greater interest every 
week. One suggestion is that land 
be bought 
near 
War 
Memorial 
Field, thus bringing the athletic 
facilities of the field close to the 
school. Parking space also could 
be created. 
A look at the area reveals that 
this would be very expensive. On 
the south are railroad tracks, on 
the east are a large factory and a 
half dozen homes, on the west is a 
block of twenty-five homes and 
two industrial plants, and on the 


north 
are valuable 
residential 
blocks which reach to Pennsylvania 
ave. The cost of any one of these 
blocks would be at least a quarter 
of a million dollars. 
Most of the land around Memor­ 
ial Field is zoned as industrial, 
which is not ideal for a school 
site. The area south of the field is 
very much industrial, and is criss­ 
crossed by tracks. 
A site on the very edge of town 
would be eoually as close to most 
pupils, would cost less, and prob­ 
ably would enjoy more help from 
the state. Such a site we will dis­ 
cuss in future issues. 


COSTLY NO DOUBT would be strips like this which lie between Mem­ 
orial field and the tracks. Costly because little but parking space 
would be gained, and buildings must be razed. 


PLAYGROUND. This is the playground west of the athletic portion 
of the field. Without it a m ajor part of the most heavily populated 
section of Warren would be without a play area.

In the far com er are the buildings of Nelson and Elberg. 


MANY HOMES. On all sides there are homes. Even along Carver, 
next to the Phenix Furniture plant, there are a half dozen, some not 
visible in this picture.

der direction of men lacking some­ 
what in boldness and imagination. 
It was this: 
“No government ever went broke 
developing for the people their own 
natural resources." 
The late Senator, former gover­ 
nor of his state, former mayor of 
Charleston, a long-time advocate 
of public power, came to know 
from personal experience just what 
he boiled down there, in so few 
words. Which is simply that de­ 
velopment by the government, re­ 
presenting all our people, of our 
great river systems and watersheds 
in an integrated way for produc­ 
tion of cheap electric power, flood 
control, reclamation and naviga­ 
tion, is a paying proposition.

heritage - our water and our land. 
They think in terms of intangible 
values that come from more fertile 
farms, protected from threats of 
flood and drought and erosion. That 
means happy homes. That result is 
further brought about by the bless­ 
ings of electricity to light farm 
homes, to serve radio and televis­ 
ion, as well as labor-saving devices 
of all sorts in the house and barn. 
All of those come from rivers 
controlled and harnessed and work­ 
ing for the people who live along 
their waters and in their valleys. 
But, beyond that, such integrat­ 
ed river development pays off in 
cold cash, which is pointed out for 
the benefit of the hard-headed. It 
increases the incomes of farmers, 
it attracts new industries that give 
jobs to many people. The owners 
of the industries, in their profits, 
and the workers, in salaries and 
wages, realize cold cash. So does 
the government. For it gets its 
share in income tax revenues. Con­ 
sequently, the government is re­ 
paid many, many times for every 
multi-purpose public development 
of our rivers and watersheds it 
has undertaken. That can be dem­ 
onstrated, as it has, for individual 
projects here and there. 
This is all so obvious that it 
seems a bit silly to explain it.' Ifs 
only simple arithmetic. 
Senator Maybank knew that, as 
do many of our public men who 
have contact with the people and 
with the land and the rivers. In 
his own state there is a memorial 
to him in which he enlisted the 
interest and support of the federal 
government back in the New Deal 
days. That is the Santee-Cooper 
project which harnessed the waters 
of the Smantee and Cooper riv­ 
ers. It is just one of many which 
our native American boldness, im­ 
agination and enterprise have rais­ 
ed up in the last two decades to 
conserve and enrich our natural 
heritage. 
We around Washington got to 
know Burnet Maybank back in the 
days when 
he 
was 
mayor 
of 
Charleston and, also for part of 
that time, chairman as well of his 
state’s Public Service Authority, 
and later as governor. He was here 
now and again in the interest of 
the “Little TVA,” as the Santee- 
Cooper project was called. From 
that interest he went on to another 
interest, conservation of our hu­ 
man resources. He directed his 
energies into efforts to clean out 
unsightly, 
unhealthy and 
costly 
slums and put in their places nice 
inexpensive housing units, with the 
federal government 
cooperating 
with local governments and private 
interests. When he died he was 
identified nationally with the slum 
clearance-public housing 
move­ 
ment. 
On his passing, it is worthwhile 
to ponder Burnet Maybank’s recog­ 
nition of the simple truths in con­ 
servation. 
For they have been lost sight of 
by some who now are in authority 
here in matters of conservation - 
public officials who never seem to 
raise their eyes above the cash 
register to look out upon the land 
and the rivers, and what has been 
.done for both, and with both, in 
great public projects that 
are 
sprinkled across our land, from 
Georgia and South Carolina and 
Tennessee to the Pacific Northwest. 
Some of those now in authority

here seem to see development of 
our rivers only in terms of profits 
for a few corporations.

France Too Weak, 
Germany Too Strong 
By Doris Fleeson 


PARIS. - The bad news is now 
official. 
France is too weak. Germany is 
too strong. Therefore, France will 
not now join a supra-national or­ 
ganization because the Germans 
will dominate it. 
The French National Assembly 
put it on the record by voting 
down the European Defense Com­ 
munity. Many Frenchmen, includ­ 
ing the government spokesmen and

the waiter, were already saying it 
frankly before the vote was taken. 
Prem ier Pierre Mendes-France 
refused to stake his government 
on the issue because he, too, felt 
that way and because he has a 
social 
and 
economic program 
which he believes will strengthen 
France and imbue her people with 
hope and courage. It is his view 
that then, and then only, France 
can be persuaded to take the risks 
of an integrated Europe. 
These are harsh - and stubborn - 
facts for the Western world. They 
have been resisted long and thor­ 
oughly by French Prem iers and 
American 
diplomats. 
Yet 
no 
French Prem ier up to now, includ­ 
ing those who presented the most 
optimistic view to America, ever 
let EDC come to a vote. This fact 
did not seem to dent the grand 
illusion that somehow, some way, 
by main strength and awkward­ 
ness, EDC could be got through 
the French Assembly. 
Prem ier Mendes-France has now 
destroyed - or permitted to be 
destroyed - 
a truly staggering 
amount of self-deception and wish­ 
ful thinking. This, at least, should 
be all to the good when the ‘agon­ 
izing reappraisals," 
forecast 
by 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, begin. 
There are more than 25,000 Am­ 
ericans in France who work for 
their government. A substantial 
fraction of them have handsome 
titles and important jobs, giving 
them access to French officials, 
French 
business, 
French 
diplo­ 
macy. 
Yet, up to the end, Congress was 
led to believe that there was hope 
for EDC and responded with the 
aid requested. The American pub­ 
lic went along on the same as 
sumption. 
Part of the general gloom here 


consists of a realization that fresh 
ammunition has been handed to 
the American isolationists. It is 
recognized that President Eisen­ 
hower’s hand has been weakened 
and that France has suffered in 
the general regard of the American 
people. 
Officials of the Mendes-France 
government say he does not believe 
the Assembly halted German re ­ 
arm am ent by its rejection of EDC. 
A German arm y in some form, 
possibly as part of NATO, is anti­ 
cipated. M endes-France 
himself 
will not oppose it, but the Assembly 
may. 
France also is prepared to co­ 
operate in restoring German sover­ 
eignty. This does not include re­ 
arm am ent, which was attached to 
the EDC treaty. 
The French seemed to take it 
calmly as word circulated that the 
Assembly at last had dropped the 
other shoe. “EDC, bah," said the 
headwaiter at Fouquet’s on the 
Champs Elysees. “We know the 
Germ ans; we have had them here 
twice." Some

agreem ent. A table full of people 
speaking German pretended not to 
notice.

THE OTHER SIDE 
Well, there are 
two sides 
to 
everything and Jude Harold R. 
Medina, one of the most highly re­ 
spected jurists around, has, in the 
question as to whether television 
should be permitted to cover Con­ 
gressional committee hearings, ta­ 
ken the other one. 
A week earlier Frank Stanton, 
president of the Columbia Broad­ 
casting System, gave his side of 
the case and a very impressive 
one, too. Dr. Stanton’s main thesis 
- one that has been stated here a 
good many times — is that tele­ 
vision doesn't create the circus at­ 
mosphere, it merely records it. Can 
you quarrel with a mirror? He also 
pointed out that much of the ex­ 
citement generated by TV cover­ 
age would die down 
when 
the 
novelty wore off and people got 
used to it. I happen to agree. 


In his rebuttal, Judge Medina, 
wily jurist that he is, took a single 
point and clung to it tenaciously. 
“ The real question is whether tele­ 
vision and radio interfere with the 
ascertainment of the true facts— 
I hope you begin to see how diffi­ 
cult it is to seek,and find that 
sacred, precious thing - the truth. 
All the resources of the law mar­ 
shalled by a just, impartial, pa­ 
tient arbiter, who presides over the 
contest with dignity and restraint, 
are none too ample for the task in 
hand. 
“ But when the judge, the witnes­ 
ses and the lawyers, perform the.r 
functions before the microphones 
and batteries of floodlights, know­ 
ing that perhaps ten millions cf 
people or more are listening or 
watching, the temptation to put on 
an act becomes 
almost irresist­ 
ible." 
The first part of that statement 
is marked by great nobility. The 
idea that everything that happens 
in a properly run courtroom is 
designed solely to get 
at 
“ that 
sacred, precious thing — the truth" 
is a lofty one. But it simply isn't 
true. Anyone who has ever covered 
a court knows that a large part of 
most any trial is pure obfuscation, 
not only designed not to get at the 
truth but designed solely by skill­ 
ful lawyers to conceal the truth as 
thoroughly as possible.

And the second paragraph, that 
the temptation to put on an act 
becomes almost irresistble" seems 
unassailable in the light of the 
iehavior of most everyone at the 
McCarthy-Army hearings. But let’s 
::ace it, the temptation to put on 
an act in the courtroom has been 
fairly irresistible 
for 
centuries 
without any help from television 
Not only lawyers, but witnesses 
and even some judges have put on 
acts in 
courtrooms which have 
matched in pure ham anything that 
was seen on the televised hearings. 
This argument has been the core 
of all objections to televising any­ 
thing remotely resembling judicial 
proceedings (and some Congress­ 
ional hearings resemble them very 
remotely indeed). This argument 
ignores the fact that these con­ 
ditions have always 
existed 
anc 
were not created by TV. Are they 
intensified by TV? 
Judge Medina in his summation 
said that the use of radio and tele­ 
vision “ constitute a psychologica 
and very real barrier which for

But at the best, this is a short­ 
lived pleasure. Most hunters are 
lucky to get a pair of good Satur­ 
day afternoons for their fun, which 
lasts only a month for the com­ 
mon kinds of game. Then comes 
winter. 
A recent survey made in the 
area reveals that a big percentage 
of the people would like to have 
skating facilities. There is little 
doubt but what there will be an 
effort to provide ice skating in 
Warren, but when we will not pre­ 
dict. If the long range plan pro­ 
posed by the Citizens Recreation 
Committee is approved, a hard 
surface area will be built on Mem­ 
orial Field, and in the winter it 
can be iced by brine pipes. The 
cost of such a project is not small, 
but it is the only way ice can be 
maintained consistently in 
this 
varying climate. 
A couple of new twists now are 
being considered that may reduce 
the cost of such a project to a 
figure within reach of Warren’s 
budget. Those interested in pro­ 
viding Warren with a well rounded 
recreation set-up have been doing 
a major job that does not show. 
Hours of study and ground work 
have been put in, and we believe 
Warren will come up with some 
excellent facilities and a good pro­ 
gram. 
With recommendations that are 
well founded and with the interest 
of such groups as the Jaycees, 
much can be done, and the money 
can be wisely spent. A hodgepodge 
need not result. 
We expect within the next two 
or three years at the most to see 
Warren well along the road toward 
ice skating, tennis, hard surfaced 
play areas, public swimming, and 
a suitable auditorium. 
Dressing 
rooms and similar facilities to ac­ 
commodate sports attractions na­ 
turally fit into such a picture, and 
can be built in a way to serve 
many purposes. 
We mention this because there is 
a natural pessimism 
here, 
for 
which people cannot be blamed, 
in view of past experiences. But 
there is new promise in Warren 
today, new thinking, and vision. 
We are optimistic. If Warren holds 
its own economically we are con­ 
fident it also will do so recreation­ 
al^. 
Getting back to the present and 
the season ahead, it is not too 
bleak. The men have the YM, the 
ladies have the YW, and both have 
the YM pool. There will be good 
high school football, basketball, 
and wrestling. There will be con­ 
certs, talks of the 
month, 
and 
plays. There is no end of good 
reading, and there is a club for 
nearly any social pleasure. And 
the bowling alleys offer competition 
for mixed groups, with some lanes 
providing cleanly conditions and a 
friendly atmosphere. 
We don’t have everything, but a 
little adjustment will keep you 
fairly busy and a little initiative 
and support of proposed projects 
will broaden the field in the future.

youngsters in guns and hunting 
brings out the necessity for fire­ 
arms education. Records show the 
incidence of gunfire casualties a- 
mong youngsters decreases to prac­ 
tically zero among those taught 
safe shooting procedures prior to 
their first hunting trip. The pros 
pect is, however, that many youth­ 
ful nimrods will go out for wile 
game this fall unaccompanied anc 
without previous gun safety train 
ing. 
It is encouraging to note that the 
number of men who take their own 
boy or the son of a neighbor on 
hunting trips increases each year. 
At the end of the day the adult’s 
game bag may not be so full as if 
he had accompanied a shooting 
crony, but by reliving the excite­ 
ment of his own early hunting ex­ 
periences through 
those 
of 
his 
pupils, and having the satisfaction 
of teaching safe and mannerly con­ 
duct afield, he is amply repaid. 
In past years, during September 
and October, many a Pennsylvania 
sportsmen’s organization has gen 
erously assumed the responsibility 
of teaching boys and girls safe gun 
handling and has provided shoot­ 
ing on a range under expert gitid 
ance.

The postmaster of Carmichaels 
told this story to the officer. “I 
was sitting in my easy chair on 
the lawn one night not long ago, 
reading a newspaper. I felt a tick­ 
ling and scratching on my bare 
feet. Thinking it was one of my 
cats I paid no attention. When the 
animal climbed on my lap and 
started rolling around, it seemed 
time to glance down. I did - and 
took off. So did the “kitten”, a 


baby skunk.”

I entertain the great belief that 
this important project will enlist 
the enthusiastic support and co­ 
operative participation of all our 
State’s business firms and corpor­ 
ations, from the largest to the 
smallest, from the basic heavy in­ 
dustry producers to our transpor­ 
tation giants.”

the Game Commission’s wildlife 
exhibit there, among heavy ma­ 
chines and recently developed en­ 
gineering and scientific devices 
People are beginning to compre­ 
hend, however, the economic im­ 
pact of hunting and trapping on 
industries and trades. Actually 
hunting itself is big business in 
the Keystone State where, on the 
basis of man hours afield and hun 
ters per square mile, 
probably 
more hunters and fur takers pur 
sue their sport than in any other 
State. As an indication, a conser­ 
vative estimate of money spent 
each year by a million Pennsyl­ 
vania sportsmen in pursuit of wild­ 
life is one-quarter of a BILLION 
dollars. 
Expenditures by these outdoors- 
men, and women, go not only for 
the purchase of guns, ammunition, 
traps, bows and arrows, licenses, 
and for dogs and their training and 
upkeep. A large portion is paid out 
for: automotive equipment, gaso­ 
line, oil and tires; lodging; food; 
special clothing and footgear; port­ 
able stoves and coolers; knives, 
axes and cooking utensils; boats; 
camp furnishings and fuel; photo 
graphic equipment and supplies; 
tents; skis and snowshoes; house 
trailers; 
binoculars 
and 
gun 
scopes; magazines and books; and 
numerous other necessities or lux­ 
uries that are part of the modern 
day outdoorsman’s equipment. 
Our tourist industry benefits by 
millions of dollars spent annually 
by resident and non-resident hun­ 
ters who often vacation away from 
home in game seasons to enjoy 
the hunters’ paradise Pennsylvania 
offers. Also, though fur values have 
been comparativelv low in recent 
years, the State’s fur industry, gar­ 
ment manufacturers and taxider­ 
mists realized considerable profit 
from wild-caught pelts in the Com­ 
monwealth. The estimated value in 
1953 was $1,500,000. 
A recent-year survey was made 
of monies spent on hunting and 
fishing in the United States. (Penn­ 
sylvania regularly ranks among 
states having the highest number 
of license buyers, 
therefore b^r 
share of the nationwide expendi­ 
ture is great.) Said the survey, in 
part: “The 
sportsman'; business 
(hunting and fishing) nationallv is 
over $9 billion annually 
It is 
nearly 50 percent more than the 
total business of all gasoline filling 
stations. It is almost three times 
the amount paid to dealers in farm 
equipment 
The total spent on 
sportsmen’s dogs alone totaled a- 
round $875,000,000 over the nation. 
That alone exceeds by a wide m ar­ 
gin the amount the public naid at 
the gate to see baseball, football, 
basketball 
and 
hockey 
games, 
horse races 
and 
prize 
fights.” 
These amazing statistics are con­ 
sidered conservative. 
Yes, the wildlife exhibit at the 
Exposition, appearing among such 
recent scientific and engineering 
achievements as the new solar 
energy battery and the interplane­ 
tary clock, may seem to supply a 
frontier or nature touch. Neverthe­ 
less, and obscure though the ef­ 
fects may be, hunting and trapping 
in Pennsylvania contribute much 
to a wide variety of industries and 
trades. Expenditures for them have 
a considerable bearing on the econ­ 
omy of our state and nation.

Social Security 
If there is anything that will 
affect the economy and the buy­ 
ing power of our nation it is the 
security of the wage-earner. With 
some kind of plan for his future in 
effect he feels easier about his 
current earnings and is apt to 
spend more freely. And when the 
time comes for him to retire he 
does so more readily if there is an 
income assured him. 
The net result is manyfold. Early 
retirement makes room for those 
down the line and opefis up jobs 
for the unemployed. And the cost 
of taking care of the older citizens 
is systematically and efficiently 
arranged. Citizens living in their 
own homes and taking a live part 
,in community life are of much 
greater value to all concerned than 
are charity cases and occupants 
of poor houses. 
The changes to the social secur­ 
ity act go into effect this fall, and 
they will be felt right here at 
home. 
Warren and 
Chautauqua 
counties are teamed up in the 
security system, with about 12,000 
beneficiaries. The increased bene­ 
fits first will'be enjoyed in October 
when the September checks a*e 
received. 
They will be 
$90,000 
higher than previously, or about 
'fifteen percent up. 
The next time a few cents are 
taken out of your check for social 
security it may help you to Know 
that the return to this area is not 
small. The checks in Sepember 
total about $600,000. This means 
that the total after the increase 
will be close to $700,000 in October. 
This is quite a figure but even­ 
tually it may hit the million dollar 
mark. This will go into effect when 
those not now covered become re­ 
cipients of security funds. The big­ 
gest group thus affected are the 
self-employed farm operators, a- 
bout three and a half million of 
| them. They and others start Jan 
|uary I.And, a change in the law 
brings another two million farm 
employes into the fold. 
Add to these a couple hundred 
thousand 
domestic employes in 
private households. These people 
now need to earn only $50 a quar­ 
ter from one household employer. 
Formerly they had to work twenty- 
four days in one household. 
There are about three and a half 
million state and local government 
employes, formerly excluded be­ 
cause they were under a state re­ 
tirement system, and there will be 
ministers, engineers, accountants, 
funeral directors, architects, and 
others formerly excluded, who now 
can be covered if they wish. 
Important to you and to those 
administering the social security 
benefis is the fact that increases 
under the new law will come to 
you automatically. Greater effic­ 
iency will result if you do not flood 
the area office with telephone calls. 
In Warren county you can learn 
the facts about your case by visit­ 
ing the state armory, on Hickory 
st., in Warren, between 10:30 a. rn. 
and 1:00 p. rn., either Tuesday or 
Friday. 
These increases range from the 
minimum payment of $30, which 
was $25, to the maximum family 
payment of $200 which was $168.75. 
Another important change is the 
maximum amount of 
earnings 
which may count toward social 
security. This was $3,600 a year. 
Now it is $4,200. 
Another major item to all jf us, 
whether or not we receive social 
security, is the increase in the 
amount of money a person may 
earn and still receive social secur­ 
ity. This formerly was $75, or $900 
a year. Now a self-employed per­ 
son may earn $1200 a year and 
still be eligible, and it applies to 


earnings whether or not they are 
covered by social security. And 
after reaching age 72, you can earn 
any amount and still receive bene­ 
fits 
And here is an important slant 
brought out by Chester R. Nor­ 
man, manager of the region office. 
Survivors of workers who died be­ 
fore September 1, 1950, without 
having acquired enough covered 
employment to be insured under 
the old law, may find it now is 
possible for them to receive pay­ 
ments. If the deceased worker had 
at least I 1-2 years of covered 
work between January 1939 and 
September J950, visit the social 
security office. You may be eligible 
[’for regular checks.

Her father is dead. Her mother 
had to work and she was looked 
after by an elderly aunt. Mary 
Jane cried a lot.

She knows that through the care 
in the boarding home and the psy­ 
chological help her child is learn­ 
ing to laugh and play. She knows 
now that she has a chance to grow 
up to a happier future. 
The Children’s Aid Society not 
only helps Mary Jane but hundreds 
of other children in the county who 
come from broken homes or who 
have serious behavior or heahh 
problems. Everyone can help give 
these less fortunate children of ours 
a chance for a happy and normal 
life. They do deserve 
a better 
chance, don’t they?

T H E O B S E R V E R 
OBSERVATIONS 
By Bob Walsh 


Politics 
Coming up is an election, a very 
quiet one, but also very important. 
Locally it does not shape up as 
one that will attract a major vote. 
There are no local offices to be 
filled and the issues are state or 
national. And they are not issues 
which move people to vote. 
This does not mean that the 
issues are unimportant. The fact 
is they are just as important as 
those which 
in 
the 
past 
have 
brought the voters out in large 
numbers. 
It is expected that President 
Eisenhower will take a very active 
part rn this campaign. And he will 
not be asking you to vote for con­ 
gressmen on their individual rec­ 
ords, or even on the record of 
congress. His plea will be that 
Republicans should be returned to 
Washington to support the Eisen­ 
hower program. 
How well the Democrats will 
meet this approach depends on the 
national leadership which up to 
now hasn’t shown great signs of 
brilliance when it comes to choos­ 
ing campaign issues. But anyone 
who has folowed the Washington 
scene knows that it was Republi­ 
can segments of the congress which 
gave the President’s program a 
rough time. If he had not enjoyed 
much support from Democrats, a 
major portion of his program would 
have been defeated. 
It is conceivable that a clear-cut 
Republican majority would com­ 
pletely 
ham-string 
President 
Eisenhower. But he must take that 
chance. Because passage of his pro­ 
gram by a Democrat majority 
would make it necessary for that 
party in 1956 to do no more than 
suggest a change of leaders with 
the proper label. 
Much of the Eisenhower program 
has been a watered down ver­ 
sion of Democrat proposals, pro­ 
posals that were slapped down by 
Republican and Dixiecrat coalition­ 
ists. Much of that which is in the 
talking stage originated in Demo­ 
crat administrations. Only that por­ 
tion which favors big business, and 
there is quite a load of such action, 
can be classified as strictly Repub­ 
lican. 
Locally the issues are few. We 
find the Democrats showing a bit 
of life by running two respected 
men for legislative offices. Fred 
Barr, of Tidioute, is opposing Con­ 
gressman Gavin, and Lewis Crip- 
pen, of Youngsville, is running a- 
gainst Assemblyman Gibson, of 
Sheffield. 
The Democrats could use more 
of the same, and the biggest shot 
in the arm to Warren county poli­ 
tics will be the day when the two 
party system is revived. This will 
not happen until enough respected 
citizens choose to make the sacri­ 
fice of registering and working as 
Democrats. Many who are at least 
borderline independents and do not 
put much stock in political labels 
are registered Republican only be­ 
cause they believe they are denied 
a vote unless thy can cast it in 
the Republican primary. It also 
saves much face in an area where 
social and business connections are 
apt to be Republican. 
It will take courage and sacrifice 
to build a two-party system 
in 
Warren county and much credit 
must be given to men like Crippen 
and Barr for lending their names 
and time. 
The opposition for 
these men 
amounts to more than two indivi­ 
duals. The Republican candidates 
are supported by a powerful and 
efficient organization which can 
efficiently turn on the steam when 
it wants a large vote. Gavin’s 
record is far from sensational, and 
it reveals very little done for War­ 
ren county. But the big counties 
below us will support him even if 
Warren 
county 
could 
muster 
enough opposition to give Barr a 
majority, which is extremely un­ 
likely. 
Assemblyman Gibson is popular 
and well liked. Many consider him 
the real head of the Republican 
party in Warren county today. If 
the party chieftans want it this 
way they will put all their forces 
to work in his support. And when 
such a powerhouse concentrates on 
a single man, he is very apt to win. 
The real target in all of this 1954 
maneuver, as far as Warren county 
is concerned, is to elect a gover­ 
nor. Both parties want a big vote 
to off-set slim majorities in other 
I areas. Though the Democrats may 
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not be able to win in Warren 
county, good 
candidates and a 
strong 
campaign may get 
out 
enough votes to be of real use in 
the state total. 
The Republicans for the same 
reason can lose nothing by backing 
a strong man like Assemblyman 
Gibson. Most votes for the Assem­ 
blymen also will be votes for the 
Republican 
gubernatorial 
candi­ 
date: 
One of the issues in the Assembly 
campaign may be the sales tax. 
Those who hate this tax may step 
across party lines to vote against 
Assemblyman Gibson who was a 
strong supporter of the levy. How­ 
ever, there may be many who be­ 
lieve the tax is a good one, and 
may support him because of it. 
The tax, incidentally, 
has not 
produced the estimated revenue, 
according to a financial report of 
Governor Fine. What effect this 
will have on the future of the tax 
we are uncertain, but obviously 
there will be those who will at­ 
tempt to revoke it because of its 
inadequacy, 
and there will 
be 
others who will say it has not been 
bothersome and should be increas­ 
ed another penny or two. We sus­ 
pect it will be around for a few 
years. 
As for Gavin’s record, that will 
take a column in itself, and it will 
be published in this paper very 
soon. Small comment will be neces­ 
sary. It speaks against itself.
